AN AIR STEAMER. 


The Steam Balloon Invented by William 
Patterson, San Francisco. 


Now comes Professor William Patterson, 
bridge builder, actor, hunter, squatter, trap>- 
pOT, soldier and invent», rf San Francisco^ 
and solemnly avers that hò'has cotis^cted a 
balloon which will float uw)n the air like an 
ordinary balloon on 
the one hand, and 
on the otìier will 
permit itself to be 
propelled and steer- 
ed by steam, like a 
b o a t ' u p o j t t th® 
water. 
All must 
hope that Mr. Pat- 
tei-son's faith will be 
^¡justified by the re- 
sorts. 
His balloon 
may not yet lie the 
particular i n v e n - 
tion w h i c h w i l l 
solve the problem of 


W I L L I A M P A T T E R S O N , air navigation, yet 
let no one doubt that the problem will bo 
solved. If Professor Patterèon does not do it, 
then somebody else will. This is the age of 
wonder. 


Mr. Pattereon has invented a number of 
articles in his time. One of them is an auger 
which cuts a square holo. He is a disabled 
soldier and wears a G. A. R. badge. 


For twenty years he has been studying 
about this steam balloon. He tliouglit by day 
and dreamed by night. At last liis mingled 
à ^ a m and thought have taken material form 
in the machine shown in tho picturo. 


It will be observed that this balloon, like 
tho steamship and sail boat, takes the shaxxs of 
a bird or iLsh, those creaturcr, which travel at 
ease through air and water. This is a point 
in its favor. The whole machine is ISO feet 
long. In its mdest part it is 48 feet. It has 
a lifting power of 17,000 pounds. A unique 
feature is its propelling power. This consists 
of 3 separate engines of 12 horse-power each, 
36 horse altogether. 
They wor-k either to- 
gether or sepai'ately. A parachute of 11,000 
square feet is attached, to save the air trav- 
elers in case of accident. It lies ic Idt'd upon 
tho side of the balloon, but can be unfurled 
almost instantly, tho inventor says. 
Great 
arms or ribs are shot out and tho covering 
straightens itself upon them. The jiarachutf^ 
is opene<l and closed by the balloon's steam 
ntochinery. The car is 12 feet deep. The 
balloon part alone is 34 feet high. The en- 
tire height, bag, car and wheels and wheel 
shafts is 54 feet. The whole machine weighs 
9,500 pounds and oost $15,000. 


P A T T E U S O N ' S 
S T E A M 
N A I X O O ! ^ . 


Tho man wlio had faith enough in this air 
steamer to advance money to help bu ild it 
was not one of tho California millionaires, as 
one might expect. It was a person who was 
himself a practical iieronant, Professor Carl 
Meyei*?;, of New York. Tho fact that he, 
with his expi'ficncc, put In his money to con- 
struct tho tiling, scores a h^ng mark in its 
favor. 


The car pai't cf)nsists of hickory or white 
ash ribs, veneered with bircii. It is flat-bot- 
tomed. The balloon or inllated part is divided 
into three compartments by strong, white 
cotton siieeting. This prev<Mits the rush of 
gas to one i)ortion of the balloon. Tho bag is 
itself mad'i of the strong, white cotton cloth, 
of trii»le thickness at tho top. The danger of 
bui-sting is thereby lessened. 


The bag is inclosed in a uct of flat woven 
linen bunds, with a three-inch mesh. The 
netting is attachiMl to the car by iron hooks, 
caught into ej-elets in leather Kti-ai)s. • 


Professor Patterson has expected for two 
years to make the attenjpt to cro.ss the conti- 
nent from San Francisco to New York, but cir- 
cumstances have thus far urovented his mak- 
ing the attempt. 
There is lack of money suf- 
ficient to try the experuuent, for one thing. 
This is how it it at i)rese)it with the bright 
idea, that struck Billy Patt^'rson. The pro- 
pelling force of tlie macliine is placed inmie- 
diately at the intei-section of the car and 
balloon, so that l^th can bo conti-olled by it. 
The engine is thus elevated above the bottom 
of tho car. The I lerresholY engine is employed. 


The wheels that apix;ar below the wlge of 
tho car arc to catch it when it lands and to 
roll it upon land. They are attached to 
bumpers and worJied with machinery, so 
they will not jolt and can be turned about in 
any directioii. Tho propeller screws that apn 
pear beneath the car are made of hollow steel 
covered with green rawhide. Each screw is 
operated by one of the engines. No ballast is 
necessary. 
The balloon is elevat^-d or de- 
pressed by means of the screws beneath. At 
the stern ai)peax'S the combined rudder imd 
propeller. 


Livmg accojumodations are provided \\ith- 
in the car. In tho bow of the air boat is seen, 
in the illustratio)!, tho mouth of a pipe. This 
supplies draft to the furnaces. Tho fuel em- 
ployed ha-s little bulk. Tho whc>e machine is 
constructed to afiord the greatest strength 
with tho least weight.

We venture to hope, says the Lancet 
in concluding a oarefnl examination of 
the subject, that those who are zealously 
urging the policy of refusing to quench 
their thirst in this hot weather because 
"(Jrinking makes people more thirsty," 
will reconsider their policy from the 
phyeiologioal standpoint, and that they 
will recognize that to thirst and drink, 
and perspire and drink again, are the 
natural steps in the process by which 
nature strives to maintaia the integrity 
of those organic changes which the ex- 
ternal heat has a tendency to impede. 
The natural and true policy is to supply 
an adequate quantity of fluid without ex- 
cess. 
Therefore, do not abstain from 
drinking, but drink slowly, so aa to al- 
low time for the voice of Nature to cry 
"enough." There is no drink so good 
as pure water. 
For the sake of flavor, 
and because the vegetable acids are use- 
ful, a dash of lemon juice may be added 
with advantage. 
The skin should be 
kept fairly cool, so that a sufficient «luan- 
tity of the fluid taken may pass ofif by 
the kidneys.
